TO MAKE'-CAMEMBERT CHEESE 


Experiments Conducted by Agricul- 


tural Department in Attempt to 


Produce Equivalent. 


For several years there havo been 


•conducted, under suggestions afforded. 
l>y the department of agriculture, ya- 
•rious experiments In this country, 
with a view to tho manufacturing .of 
an equivalent o*-the.famous Camem- 
bert cheese.

In the production of this cheese 


much depends on two species of mi- 
croscopic fungi or molds known ;to 
Eclencc 
as 
Penlcillium cameinberti 


and Oidiuni lactis. Both species havo 
been artificially propagated and fur- 
nished to the experiment stations.: 


The manufacture of the cheese be- 


gins with fresh whole milk heated: to 
85 degrees Fahrenheit. Later on the 
cheeses are Inoculated with cultures 
of these molds. 
i 


The cheeses are shaped in galvan- 


ized iron hoops, and afterward treated 
with salt rubbed on the outside. They 
are then transferred to the first rii>cn- 
ing room, the air of which must! be 
•quite saturated with moisture, and 
maintained at a temperature of from 
GO to G2 degrees. From this time on 
they are treated daily. 
During .the 


second week they are wrapped1 in tin- 
foil or parchment paper, after which 
they'are :sent to' the second ripening 
room, the temperature of •which; is 
slightly lower than that of the first 
room. In the second room the cheeses 
remain one or "two weeks,' when they 
roach tho best condition for consump 
tion.—Harper's Weekly.

>t proclamation to tbe people of the 
levelling state, and bad it telegraph 
ed to the most remote sections. The 
proclamation calls attention., to the 
blood that was shed In the recent Ma- 
dero revolution, "our late fratricidal 
war," he calls it, and then urges the 
people in the name of the fatherland 
that they love to lay down their arms 
and not again augment the number 
of widows and orphans. 


Referring to Intervention, he says: 


"The United States of America have 
declared that we are an inferior race, 
Incapable of self-government and un- 
worthy to Jlgure In the concert of 
free people, and are preparing a for- 
midable army to invade and profane 
the. sacred ground of our beloved 
country. 
. 


"If the voice of reason and patriot- 


Ism does not assert Itself, we will 
not only lose our ideals, but will be 
enslaved by a foreign invader and 
history wiP announce- a tremendous 
fall that will burn on the foreheads 
of our sons and Inflict the infamous 
stigma of treason." 


Takes Opposite Course. 


While this proclamation was being 


made public in the north to the men 
in arms. Wno Suarez, the vice presi- 
dent, in Mexico City, was making a 
statement that intervention was most 
remote, in order to stem the tide of 
anti-Americanism that has been rap- 
Idly rising all over Mexico, and which 
the proclamation of the Chihuahua 
official will only fan to greater fury. 


Vice President Suarez gave out the 


following statement: "There was a 
long time during which 1 looked with 
distrust, upon the American people, 
but after my last residence in the 
United States. In which time I came 
in contact with thinkers and writers 
of that nation, I have become thor- 
oughly convinced 
that 
the 
United. 


States will never intervene In Mex-
